Beulanger Saicides. 
By Cable and Associated Press. | 

Brusse.s, Sept. 30.—General Bon- 
langer committed suicide yesterday. 
The suicide occurred at the tomb of 
Mme. De Bonnemaine, bis mistress, 
who died here recently. Boulanger 
committed suidide about noon. He 
stood alone by the grave of his mis- 
tress for some time, when an attend- 
ant who stood near by suddenly heard 
a sharp report in that direction. 
Rushing to the spot, the attendant 
found General Boulanger lying dead 
upon the ground with a revolver 
clenched in his right hand. Examin- 
ation of the body showed the dead 
man had placed the weapon in his 
right ear and fired the shot. 

The affair is causing [great excite- 
ment here and some commotion 
among the General’s followers in 
Paris. The police anc the dead man’s 
friends here Shave taken possession of 
his lodgings. The General’s position, 
financial and political, has been¥get- 
ting blacker and blacker recently. He 
had no hope for the future and bis re- 
maining triends were few and becom- 
ing colder as the once famous general 
dropped more ‘and more out of public 
notice. There is no doubt the Gen- 
eral was conscicas of these facts and 
they preyed upon his mind. Coupled 
to this was the morbid love or infata- 
ation which he had for his dead mis- 
tress, to whom he was undoubtedly 
greatly attached. 

The body of the dead man was taken 
to his late residence in this city. 

Panis, Sept. 30.—The suicide of 
General Boualnger caused a great 
sensation in this city and nothing else 
is talked of, Members of the Patri- 
otic League talk of giving a public 
funeral for the General and they pro- 
pose to inter his remains in France. 
It is believed this will lead to serious 
disturbances.

San Francisco, Sept. 30.—Judge 
Murphy of the Superior Court, in pass- 
ing upon the writ of habeas corpus 
sued out by Richard Chute, discharged 
the latter from custody. Chute, who 
is a well-known politician, on Thurs- 
day last was fined $500 and was 
sentenced to five days in the county 
jail by presiding Judge Wallace of the 
Superior Court for ignoring tbe sub- 
poena of the Grand Jury to appear be- 
fore them and give testimuny which, 
it is understood, was {;wanted in con- 
nection with the investigatioa of scan- 
dals affecting the last Legislature. 

After his sentence, Chute procured 
a writ of habeas corpus, alleging the 
Grand Jury, which had been chosen 
by an elisor appointed by Judge Wal- 
lace, was illegally constituted and had 
no power to summon him. 

Judge Murphy, in deciding the 
habeas corpus case, ruled that he as a 
Judge of the concurrent jurisdiction, 
has power to decide the legal action 
taken by the presiding Judge and that 
the question at issue is one which can 
be decided under a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. He furthermore decides ad- 
versely the questions whether the sys- 
tem or mode employed by Judge Wal- 
lace in selecting the Grand Jury was 
legal and proper and whether Judge 
Wallace had legal power to appoint an 
ys

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HISTORY AT FAULT. 
Robert Morris Did Not Die in & Debtors 
Prison, 


It is probable that American history, 
so far as it relatesto Robert Morris, a 
signer of the declaration of indepen- 
dence, the companion financier of Ham- 
ilton and Gallatin, whose management 
of the finances of the country made the 
success of the revolution possible and 
enabled the youngmation to get on its 
feet and live, will have to be remodeled. 

Every schoolboy knows, says the 
Philede!lphia Inquirer, that the cele- 
brated Philadelphia patriot was born in 
England, became a wealthy man in 
Philadelphia by his business ability, 
sacrificed his wealth to his country, 
died in debtors’ prison on account of 
unfortunate land speculations, and was 
buried in Christ church-yard It is 
known that he furnished the one mil- 
lion five hundred thousand dollars 
which enabled Washington to carry out 
his successful campaign against Corn- 
wallis. Several years ago congress ap- 

lated moncy to reimburse the 
heirs of Mr. Morris for this one million 
five hundred thousand dollars with in- 
terest, the whole amounting to nearly 
eight million dollars. 

The search for heirs and their cre- : 
dentials has brought to light the im- 
portant fact that Mr. Morris did not die 
in 1806 in Philadelphia’s debtors’ 
prison, but lived im 1826 on a farm 
near Farmingdale, N. J., where he was 
attended by Mary Hurley, his grand- 
daughter, who is herself alive at the 
age of ninety-four and lives with her 
granidaughter at Toms River, N. J. 
Mrs. Liurley, despite, her advanced age, | 
is ia full possession of her faculties. 
Shs remembers her grandfather per- 
fectly: He was blind during the last 
part of his life, He often spoke to her 
of George Washington, of the great 
struggie for liberty, and the part he 
(Morris) took in it. He was, it is 
thougiit, allowed to escape from debt- 
ors’ prison by some sympathetic keeper 
who remembered his great service to 
his country and took this way of show- 
ing his appreciation. 

Mrs. Hurley had a Bible which was 
printed in Hartford, Conn., in 1810, in 
which her grandfather wrote his name. 
It is almost an exact fac simile of that 
attached to the declaration of inde- 
pendence. Experts who have examined 
the two signatures say they were un- 
doubtedly written by the same person. 
Ile was buried in Leedsville, N. J. Mr. 
Morris has many descendants in this 
vicinity.

A Germ 
Disease. 
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‘low leaves are annually imported as tea, 
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FACTS _ 
ABOUT THE TEA WE DRINK. 


But few people know that there is such a 
thing as sun-cured tea in existence, and fewer 
have seen it But there is, and it is of all teas 
the sweetest, purest, and most fragrant. You 
ask at once how it is that it is not offered for 
sale and that you know nothing of it. That is 
answered easily; but it is necessary to present 
first a few detaila The public only knows 
two general classes, viz., the green and the 
black teas.

Theabom- 
inable coloring practice even admits of the 
use of foreign substances, and the English 
government, which looks closer into the gen- 
uineness of its staples {han ours, has in some 
of the alleged “finest” of teas found redried 
leaves, straw, fragments of matting, rice 
husks, and willow leaves. In fact, it is openly 
stated by am English authority that hundreds 
of thousands of pounds of aloe, esh, and wil- 


which without the coloring process would be 
impossible. They report tea as oneof the most 
notoriously adulterated articles of com merce. 
The temptation to make sweepings and bad 
tea intoa merchantable product with a few 
cents’ worth of green coloring matter is tui 
strong to withstand, and the worthlessness of 
the trash that often finds its way to this mar- 
ket labeled “New Crop,” “Best Quality,” 
“Green Tea,”’ etc., would simply astound the 
public if revealed, to say nothing of the un- 
healthfulness of the Prussian biue, plum- 
bago, gypsum, and the other miveral colors 
that are em ployed. 


Black Teas. 


The basket and pan-fired Japan teas, as we!! 
as the China teas that may be included under 
the general heading of “ black teas,’’ get their 
color from the firing or toasting process, but 
mineral coloring matter is also frequently 
used to give a certain desired com mercia! 
appearance. The firing and the coloring, a: 
in the green teas, largely conceals the iden- 
tity of the tea, and permits the use of the 
very cheapest teas, to argue nothing’ for the 
deteriorating effect of excessive firing,'which 
must be resorted to when a very cheap prod 
uct is used and an extreme color desired.
